MANAGING TIMBER LANDS. 


Co-operative Work In Which National 


Forest Service Is Engaged. 


That'Uncle Sain belie\es thoroughly 


in the conservative management of 
timber lands is shown by the fact that 
ln» is practicing—forestrj ou lands .other 
than those contained in the national 
foie"*ts in the west 


I'.esides co-operating with private 


owners of woodland in assisting them 
to appTv conservative management aud 
with various stales in a study of their 
forest conditions, the United States 
forest service co-operates also with 
the other branches of the federal gov- 
ernment. Chief among these branches 
is the war department. The military 
reservations which M.> far htne been 
examined and reported upon are tliwse 
at West Point, N. Y.: Fort \Vingate. 
X. M.: the Rock Island aiesual in Illi- 
nois and the Picatinny arsenal in New- 
Jersey. At West Point the forest con- 
sists of second growth hard woods and 
for some time has in part supplied the 
post with cord wood, lumber, hurdle 
poles, tanbark and other forest prod- 
ucts. The forest ser\ ice made a work- 
ing plan for this forest in 1903, and 
since then cutting has been along con- 
servative lines with a view of pei- 
petuating the forest and at the same 
time supplying the post «ith a definite 
amount of wood each \ear. Similar 
plans are in preparatiou for the for- 
ests of Rock Island and Picatinny 
arsenals. 


By far the largest piece of co-opera- 


tive work in which-the service is now 
engaged is that at Fort Wingate, X 
M., where, under the supervision of 
forest officers, the war department is 
selling 25,000,000 feet of western j el- 
low pine. This timber lies in the south- 
east corner of a reservation of 130 
square miles, is inaccessible to the post 
and was consequent!} offered for sale. 
The top market price is being obtained 
for It. and it Is being cut under a rigid 
contract according to forestry princi- 
ples. Under this contract no trees un- 
der sixteen inches in diameter can be 
cut except those which are dead or de- 
fective and those whose removal will 
benefit the forest, and no tree can be 
cut unless marked bj a forest officer. 
Two trees sixteen inches or over in 
diameter are left per acre when need- 
ed for seed, stumps must not exceed 
eighteen Inches In height, and all mer- 
chantable timber, both standing and 
down, as Indicated by the forest offi- 
cer, must be removed. Failure to re- 
move any timber so indicated and the 
intentional cutting of unmarked trees 
are penalized by a stumpage charge 
of double the contract price. 


All brush is being piled and burned, 


and thus the danger of fire is consid- 
erably lessened. The sale was start- 
ed last summer, and it Is expect- 
ed to continue through a period of 
fire years, with a cat of 5,000,000 feet 
a year. Already about 7,000,000 feet 
have been marked for cutting by a for- 
est officer. 
The sale is progressing 


without friction between buyer and 
seller, and from the start a forest of- 
ficer has been continuously on hand to 
look out for Uncle Sam.

Former Inmates of New York Zoo Do- 


ing Well In Oklahoma. 


Uncle Sam's herd of fifteen buffa- 


loes, which were taken from the Xew 
Tork zoological gardens to the Wichi- 
ta national forest, Oklahoma, In the 
early fall, are doing well in their new 
home, according to advices which have 
been received at Washington from the 
supervisor's headquarters at Cache. 
Since leaving New York the herd has 
celebrated the birth of two fine buf- 
falo calves, cae of which has been 
named Hcme^siy, after the name of 
.tie director ol the N^w York gardens 
which gave them to tlte government, 
and the other Oklahoma, after the new 
state which was also just born after 
the herd's arrival. 


Keeper Frank Rush, an old -western 


cow puncher and experienced buffalo 
man, who has handled the herd since 
it was taken from New York, says 
that alfalfa hay has put his charges 
in fine shape and that the big prairie 
beasts are again thriving in their na- 
tive land. The buffaloes have an 8,000 
acre fenced park in the Wichita for- 
est, in which they can charge and 
snort. During the winter the animals 
will be fed alfalfa hay and protected 
from the weather and disease In a 
number of large shelter sheds which 
have been built in the inclosure. In 
the spring they will be let out to roam 
over the "Wichita range, and gradually 
they will be encouraged to rustle for 
themselves, an Instinct they have par- 
tially lost through years of domestica- 
tion in city parks.

perts figure that in time they will re- 
gain the prowess of their forefathers, 
who were kings of the plains before 
civilization made its march westward. 


GIGANTIC TIMEPIECE. 


World'* Biggest Clock to B» In Now 


York Skyscraper. 


When the tower of the Metropolitan 


Life building in Madison square Is 
completed, New York will have what 
undoubtedly will be the largest clock 
In the world, says the New York Her- 
ald. That distinction has belonged for 
many years to "Big Ben" in Westmin- 
ster abbey, London, the dial of which 
Is twenty-two and one-half feet In di- 
ameter, while that of the Metropolitan 
building clock will be twenty-five. 


It will be a clock suitable la every 


way to be a part of the tallest perma- 
nent structure In the world, as the new 
tower will be. The tower will be for- 
ty-eight stories, 658 feet above the 
street and the clock will occupy part 
of tbe twenty-fifth, twenty-sixth and 
twenty-seventh floors. Tbe middle of 
the dial will be 346 feet above the 
street 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 


dial will be a little more toao halfway 
between tbe street and the top of the 
tower, it will be far above nil sur- 
rounding buildings. It will be fifty 
feet higher than the Klatlron building. 


Tbe Immense size of the clock will 


make it ea^y to tell tbe time from a 
great distance. Tbe letters on the dial 
will be four feet high, and tbe bands 
will be twelve feet lone 


Xo clock has b«;n ordered for the 


building yet, and ft 5s not known just 
how it *Ul 5w nm. Some of the lar- 
gest clocks are run by electricity, while 
some of tbe newer ones use com-
